General Chennault 
Fights Communism

WASHINGTON. — Claire 
Chennault, 
a 
b ig 
leathery man who speaks with a gruff intensity , 
has a plan for starting fires against Stalinism 


in Asia. 
The famous Fly ing Tiger general who fought 
with the Chinese Nationalists has b een pound­ 
ing on doors in Washington and say ing; “Let's 
arm th« hatred against Russia which is spread­ 
ing across China. The greatest fear of the Com- 
muni.st is of the guerrillas—a million of whom 
hold great pockets on the mainland. We should 
drop w'eapons to them, and smuggle munitions 
across the b orders.” 
“The spirit of revolt is so strong in China 
today ,” say s Chennault, “that Communist mem­ 
b ers don’t dare go out alone for fear of b eing 
amb ushed. The Communists control only the 
cities, the rail centers and the ports. The b est 
troops arc engaged in Korea, Tib et and along 
the Indo-Chinese b order. But the guerrillas 
hay 's only the arms they can steal. If we give 
them help, they can take the pressure off 
Korea.” 
According to the intelligence slipped out of 
China to General Chennault, this is the picture 
on the Chinese mainland: 
Mao Tse-Tung, the titular b oss of Fed China, 
is acting as a moderator b etween quarreling 
Communist war lords and pres.sure from Mos­ 
cow'. 
The general in command of Chinese troops 
fighting in Korea, Lin Piao, is Russian-trained 
and violently pro-Soviet. When the Kremlin 
strategy switched this spring, away from the 
conquest of Hong Kong, Lin Piao moved his 
350.000 troops north to Manchuria. 
“ Silver Búllete” 
Protecting the Chinese coastal area in the 
south, he left 
p layb o y Gen. Chen Vi, who has 
500.000 troops .stretched from Shanghai to Can­ 
ton. General Chen, noted for his concub ines 
and his drunken parties in Shanghai, has b een 
b itterly accused b y General Lin of b eing a “b ad 
Communist.” 
Once a Kuomintang leader. General Chen 
has b een susceptib le to “silver b ullets” in the 
past, might b e so again. 
In contrast, General Li Po-Chen, the one- 
ey ed Communist war lord directing the inva­ 
sion of Tib et, is loy al to Moscow. 
However, 
a 
numb er 
of 
anti-Communist 
leaders, not tied up with Chiang Kai-shek, are 
availab le to foment revolt, according to Chen­ 
nault. Ma Pu-Fang, a Moslem, is now in Cairo 
asking help from Arab nations. He was the 
governor of a vast area b ordering Tib et and 
could b e a rally ing figure for the 4,000,000 to 
5,000,000 
Chinese 
Moslems. 
Ma 
Hung-Kwei, 
the ex-governor of Ningshia, is in San F ran­ 
cisco, and Chang Fa-Kwei, a leader of the 
Cantonese, is in Hong Kong. 
General Chennault proposes that the United 
States arm and supervise the guerrillas through 
a military mission headed b y Gen. Alb ert C. 
Wedemey er, commander of American troops 
in China during World War II. He also recom­ 
mends giving the Nationalist forces on Formosa 
modern planes foi- raiding the mainland. 
“If this is done,” say s the Fly ing Tiger, 
“China will b ecome a flaming hell for the 
Communists. They won’t b e ab le to conquer 
Korea for putting out fires at home.” 
WTio the Russians Would Shoot 
After all the b rickb ats congressional Repub ­ 
licans have b een tossing at Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson, it was like sweet music to Presi­ 
dent Truman when retiring Congressman Andy 
Biemiller, Wisconsin Democrat, told him: 
“Mr. President, y ou show'ed a lot of spunk 
b y sticking up for Acheson. What many of his 
critics don’t seem to realize is that Acheson is 
one of the first Americans the Russians woiud 
like to shoot. He’s the chief engineer of our 
anti-Soviet policies.” 
Truman appeared'slightly startled, b ut agre« "d 
u ith Biemiller that a lib eral, middle-of-the- 
road program was what the Russians feared 
most. 
Ango-American Relations 
Kenneth 
Lindsay , 
a 
plain-talking 
British 
Lab or memb er of Parliament, was talking to a 
small group at the home of Arthur Goldsmith, 
when Town-Hall-of-the-Air moderator George 
V. Denny asked: “What docs Britain feel ab out 
the Far Eastern w’ar?” 
“I have crossed the ocean many times b e­ 
tween England and America, b ut this is the 
first time I felt I entci-ed a .strange world,” 
commented the memb er of Parliament. “I can 
tel! vou we have no intention to b ack the 
b efuddled, dangerous policy of General Mac- 
A rthjr. We have no intention of losing thou- 
.sands of casualties on Chinese soil. We consider 
MacArtb ur a .stooge of Chiang Kai-shek, And 
I speak not just for my self, b ut for memb ers of 
b oth Lab or and Conservative parties. Wc do 
not want the Korean w'ar to b ecome an Asian 
war.” 
One guest countered that British coolness 
toward Chiang Kai-shek was part of a play to 
keep the Communists from taking Hong Kong. 
“ We know we cannot hold Hong Kong.” re­ 
plied Lindsay , “b ut v^e do have great fear for 


Your New Social Security

Women, in general, have greater rights and 
larger b enefits under the recent amendments 
to Federal social security than formerly . This 
applies to wives, mothers, widows, and to the 
woman as a worker providing for the family . 


For instance, the new law recognizes, and 
meets to a fuller extent than the original social 
security , the economic needs of the mother. 
Heretofore, the wife of a retired and insured 
worker was not entitled to monthly insurance 
pajTnents until she too reached age 65. Now, if 
she has a minor child in her care, she gets 
monthl}' pay ments, regardless of her age. 
Under the old law, a mother caring for the 
minor children of her deceased divorced hus­ 
b and was not entitled to monthly insurance 
pay ments in her own right. Now, if she has 
in her care either their natural child, or legally 
adopted child entited to insurance pay ments, 
she too. will get monthly pay ments. Hovv'cver, 
she must have b een receiving at least half her 
support from the insured divorced husb and at 
the time of his death. 
The provision in the new law granting wage 
credits for service in World War II will also 
b ring new b enefits to many women. In addi­ 
tion to the many women who actually served 
in the armed forces, it will enab le many widows 
of service men to qualify for survivors’ b ene­ 
fits. Also widows of such insured workers, with 
minor children, may now' receive insurance 
pay ments even though they get compensation 
or pension under veterans’ legislation. 
Now, a w'oman worker ha.s greater protection 
for b oth her dependents and her survivors. I 
have told ab out the provisions or dependent 
husb ands and dependent w'idovvers of vv'orking 
w'omen insured under social security . Such a 
woman now has greater protection for her chil­ 
dren also. It is now much easier for children 
to qualify for insurance pay ments b ased on 
their working mother’s insurance status. Under 
the old law', pay ments b ased on her w’ork could 
not b e made to her dependent children if the 
father was living in the home. This was true 
even though the mother w'as providing all or 
most of the children’s support. Now children 
may receiv e b enefits if they w’cre rcceiv ing half 
their support from her, or if she w'as currently 
insured when she retired or died. 
Women, as workers, now have a much b road­ 
er field in which to gain a livelihood with old- 
age and survivors insurance protection. Regular 
domestic employ ees in private households come 
under social security in January . This is a ty pe 
of work in which w'omen predominate. Also, 
many women w'ork for themselves, and they 
will have Federal old-age and survivors in­ 
surance protection under the amended law’s 
provision for the self-employ ed. 
So far, I have discussed the various phases 
of the new law' as it protects the insured work­ 
er’s family in case of his death, and b enefits 
b oth him and *his family after he retires. In my 
next article, I shall tell ab out the provisions 
made for hi.s more sub stantial earnings in re­ 
tirement.
